Storm Whips 
Middle West

A massive snowstorm, pack 
ing the power of a midwinter 
blockbuster 
as 
it 
whipped 
across Midwest areas, appeared 
today to be losing most of its 
near Philadelphia and that it punch after moving into the 
Northeast. 
But the e a r l y December 
storm, more than two weeks 
before the start of winter, has 
caused extensive damage and 
inconvenienced 
millions. 
The 
specific number of deaths relat- 
ed to the storm was not deter 
mined but there were at least 
12, including 5 in Massachu­ 
setts, 6 in Illinois and I in New 
York State. 
The snowstorm, which spread 
eastward and southward from 
the Rockies, left a blanket of 
white across nearly all of the 
northern third of the nation and 
southward into Oklahoma. More 
than a foot of snow piled up in 
the Chicago area, including a 
foot in Chicago’s downtown dis- 
rict, 
and five-foot drifts on 
nam highways. 
Icy air still clung to northern 
Midwest regions. It was below 
zero again today in parts of the 
Dakotas, Minnesota and Wis­ 
consin. It was 21 below in Inter­ 
national Falls, Minn. 
The storm, with winds up to 
44 m.p.h. in the Chicago area 
Friday disrupted rail, air and 
highway travel in many areas. 
Public schools were closed in 
Chicago for the first time in 
nearly 26 years. Schools also 
were

northern Illinois cities. 
Snow tapered off to flurries in 
the Midwest but continued dur­ 
ing the night from upstate New 
York across sections of New 
England, with rain and sleet in 
some 
areas. 
Snow 
amounts 
measured eight inches in New­ 
port, Vt. 
Thousands of persons in New 
York State and Indiana were 
without electrical service. 
In 
both states several communities 
were blacked out. 
Ice clinging to power lines 
.disrupted electrical service in a 
wide area from Warsaw to An­ 
gola in northeastern Indiana, 
leaving thousands of persons 
without light or heat. It was one 
of the biggest power failures in 
several years in the area.

NEW YORK (AP)—Convicted 
wife-slayer Sam Sheppard has 
filed a $5 million federal court 
slander suit against columnist 
Walter Winchell. 
The one-time Cleveland osteo­ 
path, who was freed from pris­ 
on recently, contended in his suit 
filed Friday that Winchell false­ 
ly accused him of fathering an 
illegitmate child by a woman 
then under arrest in New York 
for robbery. Sheppard said he 
was on trial for his life at the 
time of the accusation, in 1954. 
Named defendants with Win­ 
chell were the American Broad­ 
casting Co. and its parent firm, 
American Broadcasting . Para-J 
mount Theaters, Inc. 
The broadcast cited in the suit 
was said to have been made 
Dec. 5 or Dec. 6, 1954, over ABC. 
Sheppard was convicted of the 
second-degree 
murder of 
his 
pregnant wife, Marilyn, on Dec. 
21, 1954. He received a life sen­ 
tence. 
Last July 17, Sheppard was 
released from prison by a fed­ 
eral court judge who ruled that 
he had not received a fair trial.

Live Tree 
Ideal for 
Christmas

If your landscape can use an­ 
other evergreen tree, why not 
consider purchasing a live, bal­ 
led - and - burlapped one for 
your Christmas tree this year? 
Most nurseries and garden cen­ 
ters will be happy to make ar­ 
rangements for you. 
Such a tree does present 
some problems, though. James 
Caldwell, Extension horticul­ 
turist 
at 
Ohio 
State 
Uni­ 
versity, say that the biggest 
problem is keeping the tree 
watered. And this year, water­ 
ing will be critical due to lack 
of fall rains. 
The ball of soil that accom­ 
panies the live tree is heavy, 
too. Some arrangement should 
be made to wheel the tree in­ 
doors, especially if it is a large 
one. By selecting a smaller tree, 
you can avoid many problems. 
When you get the tree home, 
place the ball of soil in a tub of 
water to be sure it gets thor­ 
oughly soaked. Then pour off the 
water and keep the tree outdoors 
the shade until just before

party unity, Republicans will 
still be in a far poorer spot than 
Democrats 
in 
building 
appeal. 
The Democrats, not the Re 
publicans, are the ones in a po­ 
sition to propose programs and 
then put them into action be­ 
cause a Democrat is president 
and 
Democrats, 
in 
over­ 
whelming numbers in House 
and Senate, run Congress. 
Thus, since they will lack the 
votes to override Democratic 
programs or put through their 
own ideas, the Republicans are 
left pretty much in the position 
of critics, not doers. 
This is an unhappy spot for a 
party which, while it is still 
trying to pick up the pieces aft­ 
er the 1964 election disaster, is 
talking of trying to surge back 
in the congressional elections 
two years from now. 
And if they remain split into 
Goldwaterites and anti-Gold wa - 
terites — which is what seems 
likely — theyll be unable to 
present any kind of policy that 
can be called a Republican poli­ 
cy and make it convincing 
A split seems inescapable, lf 
the Republicans who have had 
e n o u g h of Sen. Barry Gold- 
water’s brand of republicanism 
manage to throw out his hand­ 
picked chairman of the Republi­ 
can National Committee, Dean 
Burch, this will leave the party 
divided. 
But it will be just as divided if 
Burch and Goldwater’s other 
followers control the committee 
since the Goldwaterites don’t 
operate an the same wave­ 
length with a lot of other Repub 
beans. 
And at this moment it seems 
all the Republicans in Congress 
won’t be in harmony, either 
There the two leaders — Sen. 
Everett M. Dirksen in the Sen­ 
ate and Rep. Charles A. Halleck 
in the House — are real con­ 
servatives. 
But a number of compression 
a1 
Republicans, 
looking 
for 
some kind of new' and appealing 
image for the party, may not be 
shepherded very easily lf they 
feel the leadership is out of tune 
with them. 
For most of the past 32 years, 
Democrats in Congress have 
been in a far more advanta­ 
geous position than the Republi­ 
cans are now or have been. 
Since 
President 
Roosevelt’s 
election in 1932, 
Republicans 
have had a majority in both 
houses of Congress — and there­ 
fore control — only twice: in 
1947-48 and 1953-54, or a total of 
four years out of 32. 
In all the other years since 
1932, as a minority party, they 
lacked control. This means that 
even in President Eisenhower’s 
last six years in office Demo­ 
cratic majorities ram Congress. 
Those six years provide a 
good example of what congres­ 
sional control can mean even 
when the other party has the 
White House. 
From 1955 to 1961 Sen. Lyndon 
B. Johnson was Democratic ma­ 
jority leader in the Senate and 


his fellow Texan, the late Sam 
Rayburn, was speaker of tho 
House. 
Both were master politicians. 
But til at wasn’t all they had 
going for them. With their ma­ 
jorities in both Houses they 
voter could approve or stifle the prof 
grams Eisenhower sent to the 
Capitol, or alter them. 
That they worked hard for a 
number of those programs is a 
fact But it was also a happy 
political advantage. Eisenhower 
had to share credit with the 
Democrats for his programs 
that went through. 
It was a position of power en­ 
abling Democrats to claim rec­ 
ognition for much that was ac­ 
complished, and they did. It 
gave them an excellent talking 
point in the 1960 elections. 
It seems fair to say that the 
Republicans, 
since 
they 
are 
strictly a minority party la Con­ 
gress, will be in a pathetic polit­ 
ical position unless they can 
achieve some unity quickly be­ 
fore Congress opens in January. 
If they don’t, they won’t even 
look like a minority. Hiey’ll 
look like splinters of them­ 
selves.

MOSCOW (AP) — Communist 
China has rejected a Soviet pro 
posal to begin preparations next 
March for a world Communist 
conference, diplomatic sources 
said. 
The proposal was made within 
the past few days in Peking. A 
Soviet letter suggested holding 
in March a preparatory meeting 
originally proposed for Dec. 15 
by former Premier Khrushchev. 
In an on-the-spot rejection of 
the letter, the Chinese reit­ 
erated their refusal to attend 
either a preparatory meeting or 
a world conference, the inform­ 
ants said. 
This left any solution of the 
Soviet-Chinese dispute as dis­ 
tant as it appeared to be during 
Khrushchev’s 
bitter 
personal 
quarrel with the Chinese lead­ 
ers. 
The diplomatic sources saw 
no prospect of another bilateral 
meeting between the Russains 
and Chinese any time soon to 
discuss differences. 
The differences include ideo­ 
logical disputes over the appli­ 
cation of Marxism to modern 
problems, disagreements on in­ 
ternal economic and adminis­ 
trative polices and on the prop­ 
er approach toward underde 
veloped countries, and such old­ 
fashioned nationalistic clashes 
as border disputes.
